RETORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


The Committee on Hospitals, Mr. 


Bash Chairman, presented their re- 
jKirt to the Senate to-day. They had 
visittxl the Asylnm at Stockton for 
the purpose of investigating the 
charges which ha\e recently been 
made against the management of 
that institution, and report emphati- 
cally that there is no truth in them. 
They hnd that tho JXT capita cost of 
keeping tho patient* in less than 
forty-five ceuts per day, which in 
considerably lower than it 
has 


been dnnng any of tho preced- 
ing yenrs except one, when it wa* 
rednced to forty-three cents. But 
tauch of the time during the pact 
ten yean the cost has reached an 
higlTas fifty cents a day. The entire 
management is commended, and the 
matron:) who have charge of the poor 
nnfortnnates are represented as kind 
and considerate persons. One fact 
I he Committee have found ont in 
their investigation of the Insane 
Asjlniu, that it occur* very fre- 
quently that unfortunate women 
come to the institution, pretending 
insanity, for the purpose of securing 
a home and proper treatment, and 
also to be shut ont from the world, 
who are not insane. This class IB 
i|iiite numerous, and while it is hard 
to pass judgment on women in this 
condition, who have no place to 
shelter themselves and no kind 
hand* to minister to them in their 
time of need, ret it dors not seem 
right Unit the Insane AH; In m should 
be burdened with them. 


On the Deaf and JDnnib and Blind 


Asylnm, the Committee report that 
this institution is veil managed and 
the little ones well cared for, as the 
crowded and limited space will per- 
mit. They have no censure for the 
management of the institution, but 
deprecate, in the strongest terms, 
the practice of introducing that high 
class of instruction which wjafrnever 
be of any practical benefit, and 
which is simply a waste of money 
and time. The Xapa Asylnm was 
also commended in favorable terms, 
and with the report of the Commit- 
tee came a long tabulated statement 
for the year just closed* The reports 
were ordered printed. 


The bill providing for an addi- 


tional term of the County Court in 
Monterey connty was taken up. As 
it was " purely local," the rules were 
suspended, the bill considered en- 
grossed and passed. 


There seems to be a division of the

OUEZ. 


The House took up tiie special or- 


der in regard to the relief of Sou 
Benito county and the payment of 
the expenses of the trial of Vasvnez. 
Bills amounting to $4,400 were pre- 
sented. The bill of the District At- 
torney was for $1,500, and the bill 
was amended by striking ont that 
portion of it and leaving the total, 
§3,500. 


Mr. MuConnell objected to paying 


the Attorney for doing his duty. He 
favored the idea of the State paying 
the bill on the ground that Vasquez 
was i criminal at large, and the 
wholj State *as interested in his 
captrreand conviction; simply be- 
cause the indictment had been found 
in San Benito connty was no reason 
why that county should bear the 
wholo burden. 
He referred to the 


case of Joaqnin Mnrietta, where the 
State appropriated $50,000 for his 
captare and conviction; also that of 
Tom Bell, another notorious outlaw. 


Mr. Clnnie took the opposite view, 


and was opposed to going outside 
the h w. He said the law does not 
recognize such a thing as a State 
criminal. If the State should re- 
lieve San Benito county, she should 
relieve and pay to Shasta the 840,- 
000 she had expended in the Shep- 
ardson case. The indictment against 
Vasqnez was - found by the Grand 
Jury of Monterey connty ?>efore San 
Benito connty was sliced off, and it 
was not right to saddle the debt on 
the latter because the murder hail 
been committed in its territory. He 
thong lit, with (he gentleman from 
8an Benito and San Francisco^that 
those counties should pay the bill. 


The bill was finally passed to en- 


grossment.

General Thomas II. Willi.ims,

that effect would be an act of injus- 
tice both to the Company which he 
represented and to the city, for the 
reason that it self aside the undeily- 
ing principle of our Government 
that the majority shall rule. Such 
an act would count all the silent or 
careless and absent property holders 
against us. It is unfair to require 
uh to present a petition signed by 
two-thirds of the property owners 
along the streets. It is unjust to the 
city of Oakland, as the prrcrdent 
mav rise up in judgment against you 
in the future, when the circumstances 
of the city may require the granting 
of a franchise and a two-thirds vote 
cannot be obtained to give validity 
to it. 
Private interests must, at 


times, give way to public necessities. 
He would not pretend to say that 
this was a case of that character, but 


wealth, others of the company ore 
not so much noted for wealui,and an- 
other is a gentleman well-known in 
Oakland as n getter-np of all sorts of 
ihimerical projects and impractica- 
ble schemes." [Iiftnghter.]
